Sworn, di'po.sedrlii? di'ovo- Brndy, Kelly 
and two otlier inicii, whom ho did not 
know, to Phii'iiix |iark, the cxpuiii;^ of 
tilt! asHassination of (.'.•ivciiciisli ,inii 
Burko. .laiiio.s (!arey and ]>;inii.'l Dc 
Isney wore on scats on the .side of the 
road in tlio park. J^eliiney .saiii tliey 
were watching the chief secretary. 

Tlieta Kavanaugh resumed as fol- 
lows: After prisonors had snid there 
was no sign of Fitzliarris. witness saw 
him Wfitlj n dab, comiiii,' from an ()])|io 
sitt! direction, find saw fouv men nli!,'iit 
from the cab. The mb stood a long 
way up the road with the hor.se'.s 
head turned towards Dublin. A short 
tinie t^fter he saw two gentlemen ap- 
proach in;:: and hoard a cry, and looking 
round he viw one gonrleinan fall. Ho 
ditlnot::-' the otiiers face, iiut. thc^ 
four inn vhoiii he druve to the park, 
jumped I ■ his car and ilmvp iiwav. 
'Br:ady;aoif,on the riglitvsidit of tho car. 
Kaimnatigl. identified Fitzliarris as tiie 
"dt'fv6r~6f"a cab. ITe deposed hu saw 
:Lor3''^Ct{veridish and Ibirke approacli 
ing. Some one among tiioso he drovi^ 
said the tall man was to l)e assa.ssinat- 
(:d. Kavanaugh said hi^ subsequently 
drove'round town tb Palmerstou park. 
Kelly alighted at the terminus and 
J'r.'ifly paid him .CI. 

Kavanaugli said that after the men 
ho drove to the fiark had filighli il 
there, he put a nose bag on Ins horse. 
Delaney aftetwarda instructed him 
(Kavanaugh) to look sharp and be 
ready to start. Upon this he drove 
nearer the waiting group, which includ- 
ed some persons he did not know. 

Great excitement ensued wlien Ka- 
vanaugh dt'jiosed: "Oti the Gth of 
!May last was n.l tlu' Royal (.',ik public 
house, Park tinte sti-eet ; was ei.gtiged 
by four men, Brady, Ki'llv and two 
Rtr^hgersj Brady uttered loud mutter 
ings at the three, but no dislii\ct 
words." No laugliier was heard to 
day among the prisoni r.T when Kavan- 
augh iiiiMititied them. Kavanaugh 
tlien pointed to Patrick Di^latiey as an 
otiier of tho men [ireseni. He drove 
the four men into the park to the 
Island Bridge gate, to Phir-nix monu- 
ment, and sloiig the main roixd to 
(iough monument, and there they got 
down. Tbere was no sign of ".ikin 
the goat," meaning James l'"itzliarris, 
the carmati. Fitzliarris shouted, 
"Don't call nic nicknames." Among 
those present in c.Turt to-day were 
Jenkison, director of the Irihh crimin 
ul investigation department, and 
Courtney lioyle, private s"cretary to 
Lord Lieutenant Speiu'er. liclore the 
])risoiiers were i hrtr;;ed to ilay, the 
counsel for (leiirge Smith, one of the 
accused conspirators, made apjilicaiion 
for the release of his client to bail, 
which was refused. 

Sninuel Jacob, witness at the in 
quest, deposed seeing tho struggle in 
the park from fifty yards ; he .saw tin 
assa.sKins mount a ear and one of them 
afterwards return atid strike tho pros- 
trate form ; he could not say whether 
four or ffve men were engaged. J a 
cob was unable to recog-iize any of 
the meti in the car. Before the arri- 
val of the triciclist.s, two men, one af 
ter iiiiother, c/une and looked at the 
bodies ami walked away. 

Tim Kelley'a counsel endeavored to 
shake Kavanaugh's evidence by asking 
hiui questions concernig interviews at 
tlie castle, ami money promise'l him, 
but he did not, apparently, produce 
much impression. Kavanaugh identi- 
tied Fagaii as an associate of the assas- 
sin-i. 

Kavanaugh's evidence makes it cer 
tain that 

BUKKE WAS THE FIRST .MUUUKKEI), 

And that the plot was priiu'i|ially 
against him. 

As tho oxtimination [irogresKi s the 
{)risoners appear in sheer liesperat ion. 
Not one of them looks towards tin; 
court exciqit ILanlan. On Kavan 
augh's identifying J'eny and Jame.s 
Carey, the latter of whom he said tie 
knew well, there was siicii a commotion 
in the court thttt the magistrate threat 
ened to clear it. Brady afterwards 
somewhat recovered his comfiosuro and 
endeavored to smile. - 

Kavanaugh said he was so near the 
scene of the assassination that he 
heard one of the victims cry "Oh." 
The tall victim (Burke) was lying in 
tho road after this exclamation. The 
other victim was standing in tho road 
with an umbrella in his hands. Ka- 
vanaugh afterwards saw him lying in 
th0 roHd as before stated,

CI own will not accept the evidence of 
actuid participants. Tho piisohers ev- 
idently feel that tiie game is up. 

All of them now (exhibit a defiant 
demeanor e.vce[jt James Carey, who 
sits motionless, gazing quietly at tho 
bench. The othens move about, hold 
whispered conferences and sometimes 
laugh at any incidont. 

Kavanaugli further dejiosed that 
Fitzharris on one occasion told him 
they were after Judge Lawson. Ka 
vaiiaugh said he became an informer 
on Thursday last. He had been 
sworn, into the society by Kelley, and 
tho ta.sk assigned him was to drive the 
boys. 

Kavanaugh, in his testimony, said 
Boyle told hiiu that Jame.s Mullett 
and a lot of big peoide were attached to 
the .society. Ujioii Kavanaugh ent<T- 
ing iuto further details as to the Phie 
nix jiark murders, Filzharris

I think that under tho present oircum- 
stances it is neces.sary to retain a hand 
engine in one company, but the other en- 
gine company should bo converted into a 
steam engiiiti company; and tho hand en- 
gine abandoneil by thu said company 
mit;hf be placed where most required for 
servite, say .lanios Bay, or whore it may 
be found the same would be of luosl ad- 
vantage. 

I Would also siigi;e.it that a heater of 
the most inipro\iMl kind lie purchased 
and coliuet'ted willi the l^elugo stoaiiier, 
and a head of steam of sufliciunt pressure 
be maintained, so that a stream of water 
can bo thrown on a lire as quickly sis by 
tho jireseiit hand eiiuines; and tho honor 
of throwing first water on a lire by either 
eompaiiy may still bo considereil as a 
inotninent proof of elliciency. 

Ill coiiiH'i-iiiui with this mat'i'r it would 
bo necessary tliat ilu- htuward of Lho De- 
partment sleep in thu engine house, and 
bo ready to act as oiiginoer until relieved 
by the company's engineer. 

I would also suggest the necessity of 
[lUi'chaHing badges for the use uf nil tiro- 
men while tm active duty: also the pur- 
chase of lot) feet of rope for ea;:li engine, 
to bo used in roping tlio stroots, and to 
prevent ci<iifusion at fires. 

I cannot too strongly rocominond that 
the above suggestions to your honorable 
holly receive more prompt and careful at- 
tention than those contained in my report 
dated February i4th, 1882, in which I 
called your attontion to tho uocoi'sity of, 
in a meiisiire, reorganizing tho hrwo com- 
pany; and I would respectfully submit 
that if ymi I'xpeet iiio to increase the efR- 
cieiicy of the lire department, it is neces- 
sary that 1 shotihl he jirovided with the 
means to carry mit the proposed inqirove- 
meiit.
